word “Pascha.” However, it 
was originally called “Passover” in 
the early Church. It is used 29 
times in the New Testament and 
is translated PASSOVER in 28 
places. It is only called Easter 
in Acts 12:4. Speaking strictly in a 
Biblical sense, therefore, there is 
no such thing as Easter, especially 
as we know it today. 


The New Testament Church ob- 
served the Passover, after Christ, 
in much the same fashion that the 
Jews did, before Christ. There were 
one or two major differences. First, 
the Jews used the lamb in their 
Passover observances, whereas the 
Church taught that CHRIST WAS 
THEIR PASSOVER, and they simp- 
ly observed the Lord’s Supper, let- 
ting the bread represent the body 
of Jesus. The Jews’ Passover Lamb 
represented their faith in the com- 
ing Son of God. But He came to 
his own (the Jews) and they re- 
ceived Him not. They continued to 
observe the Passover and kill the 
lamb of sacrifice AFTER they had 
KILLED the Son of GOD whom 
their lamb represented. But the 
Church KNEW that Jesus WAS the 
LAMB OF GOD, and that He was, 
therefore, their PASSOVER. 


“Purge out therefore the old 
leaven, that ye may be a new lump, 
as ye are unleavened. For even 
CHRIST OUR PASSOVER is sac- 
rificed for us” (1 Corinthians 5:7). 

Isaiah 53:7 reads, “He [Christ] 
is brought AS A LAMB to the 
slaughter [sacrifice] .” 

John 1:29 says, “Behold THE 
LAMB OF GOD.” 

“Christ died FOR OUR SINS ac- 
cording to the scriptures” (1 Corin- 
thians 15:3). That is, Jesus died 
for our sins as the Scriptures had 
foretold, and as the type contained 
therein had died, the lamb for the 
people. 

“Ye know that ye were not re- 
deemed with corruptible things, as 
silver and gold, from your vain con- 
versation received by tradition from 
your fathers; But with the precious 
blood of CHRIST, AS OF A LAMB 
without blemish and without spot” 
(1 Peter 1:18, 19). 

@u= I beheld, and, lo, in the 
dst of the throne and of the 
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four beasts, and in the midst of 
the elders, STOOD A LAMB as it 
had been slain ... [and the angels 
were] Saying with a loud voice, 
WORTHY IS THE LAMB that was 
slain to receive power, and riches, 
and wisdom, and strength, and 
honour, and glory, and blessing” 
(Revelation 5:6, 12). 

“For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto 
you, That the Lord Jesus the same 
night in which he was betrayed 
took bread: And when he had given 
thanks, he brake it, and said, Take, 
eat: THIS IS MY BODY, which is 
broken [sacrificed] for you: this 
do in remembrance of me. After 
the same manner also he took the 
cup, when. he had supped, saying, 
This cup IS THE NEW TESTAMENT 
[COVENANT] IN MY BLOOD: 
THIS DO YE, as oft as ye drink 
it, IN REMEMBRANCE OF ME. 
For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, YE DO SHEW 
THE LORD’S DEATH TILL HE 
COME” (1 Corinthians 11:23-26). 

Yes, the early Church OBSERVED 
THE PASSOVER (Easter) as is out- 
lined in the above Scriptures. They 
accepted Christ as the Lamb of 
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God, and knew that the day of 
substitutions was over. There was 
no need for a substitute when the 
REAL LAMB had already been kill- 
ed. All we need to do now is to eat 
the bread and drink the cup (of 


the Lord’s Supper) IN REMEM- 
BRANCE OF CHRIST, and TO 
SHOW THE LORD’S DEATH TILL 
HE COMES AGAIN. In other words, 
this is our testimony of faith THAT 
HE WILL COME again. 

Jesus intended the Lord’s Supper 
(Passover or Easter) to represent 
a RESURRECTED LIVING CHRIST 
who is going to RETURN TO THE 
EARTH AGAIN. He did not intend 
it to remind us of the GRAVE of 
Christ, but of THE RETURN OF 
CHRIST. Hallelujah! Praise to the 
coming Christ. 

But then Catholicism injected 
itself, and the long controversy be- 
tween the Eastern and Western 
churches began over the date to 
observe Easter. By that time the 
Church’s celebration of the Pass- 
over had been changed into the 
celebration of Easter. The date for 
Easter was finally settled by the 
Council of Nicaea in 325 A. D.,

HY IS EASTER to be 

VW) ezeave recognized by 
Christians? Many reasons 

can be considered as the most ade- 


quate and authentic to our ques- 
tion, namely: 


1. Easter or the resurrection day 
of our Lord is not merely an 
ordinary holiday or feast to be 
remembered by Christians; it is 
the cornerstone, the backbone, the 
root, the hope and, lastly, the 
foundation upon which Christianity 
stands. Easter is altogether unlike 
the birthday of our Saviour or 
Christmas. It is true that when 
an earthly prince is born into the 
royal family, much joy and cele- 
bration are displayed in every form. 
If that prince departs this life be- 
fore he reigns over his people, how- 
ever, it is evident that he is con- 
sidered as if he had never been 
born; regardless of his beauty, in- 
telligence, or strength, in a few 
years will be forgotten by even 
those who rejoiced at his birth 
and made much ado. 


2. On the day our Saviour was 
born, which is known as Christ- 
mas to every Christian, little did 
the people of this world know 
about it, save a few shepherds and 
the angels in heaven. The birth 
of Christ is considered to be one 
of the exceptional phenomena 
known in human history. After He 
grew into manhood, His miracu- 
lous ministry among men con- 
tinued for the space of almost three 
years and a half, but it came to an 
end (humanly speaking) when He 
was put to death by the enemies 
of the truth. Now if our Saviour 
who came to save lost humanity 
remained in the grave, what is 
the use of celebrating Christmas 
or His birth from year to year, 
with much ado and celebrations

which angels in heaven may not 
perform in comparison to us. Ex- 
traordinary preparations with 
heavy expenditures for the Christ- 
mas occasion are carried out, but, 
alas! not so for Easter. 


3. The final joy and rest always 
come at the conclusion and not 
in the course of action. Let us turn 
to Exodus 14:15-29. Here we see, 
little joy and rest in the beginning, 
but triumph in verses 30 and 31, 
ended with real and worthy cele- 
brations as recorded in Exodus 15: 
1-21. Notice also Esther 8:1 which 
tells about the king giving Morde- 
cai his seal and authority. There 
were some shoutings of joy in part, 
but the real joy and peace came 
to the Jews after they avenged 
themselves of their enemies. It 
came when they made those two 
days of March (Adar) occasions 
for feasting and rejoicing (Esther 
9:17-19). The incident was decreed 
by Queen Esther and it is still 
preserved by the Jews to this very 
day. 


4. The significance of Easter was 
realistic with the early Church, be- 
cause the faith of Christians whol- 
ly centered and revolved around 
this blessed resurrection. No won- 
der the Eastern Orthodox Church 
to this day still holds the greatest 
celebration and preserves Easter 
with highest reverence. It would 
be most interesting to spend Easter 
in Jerusalem with the Eastern 
Orthodox Church. You would then 
know the very importance it holds 
with these dear people whose ways 
of worship devolved to them since 
the second century A. D., and 
which were strengthened at the 
time the Roman empire accepted 
Christianity as her main religion 
(during the reign of Constantine 


and his mother, Helen). These peo- 
ple, according to their simple faith, 
believe that preceding the resur- 
rection, the holy light (fire) was 
given, which would have been late 
on Saturday; and on Easter Sun- 
day very early, almost after mid- 
night, the resurrection of our Lord 
is announced. Hallelujah! Oh, with 
what great joy shouts and praises 
ascend from the crowd! Church 
bells all over the country ring 
their jubilant sounds and every- 
body goes home to feast with his 
loved ones. The sign of Christ’s 
triumph over death, grave, and 
hell, being expressed by these 
words, “Christ Is Risen,” may be 
answered, “He Is Risen Indeed.” 
This confirms what Paul the Apos- 
tle wrote in most of his epistles, 
especially in 1 Corinthians 15:20, 
“But now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the firstfruits 
of them that slept.” 


5. Since the meaning of resur- 
rection to us is life, why, then, 
do we attach greater importance 
to Christmas? Why do we neglect 
the very day on which Christ arose, 
giving us the hope and assurance 
of our resurrection? As _ born- 
again Christians, with Christ liv- 
ing in us, who is the hope of glory, 
we should make greater prepara- 
tions and celebrations for Easter 
than any other Biblical occasion 
(which is of any spiritual signifi- 
cance) in real memory of what 
actually took place as recorded in 
the Scriptures. Our worship, praise, 
and gratitude should be more from 
the depths of our hearts on Easter 
Sunday as well as every time we 
either preach, teach, or tell of the 
blessed resurrection day. Glory to 
God!

Deteat 
or 
Victory?

USED IN A magnificent 
pf esac in Los Angeles, 
California, is a huge paint- 
ing called “The Crucifixion.” It 
pictures the moment before our 
Lord is nailed to the cross. He is 
standing bathed in a_ glowing 
light awaiting death while the mill- 
ing crowd looks on. The thousands 
who gaze upon this scene never 
forget its speaking qualities, for 
without a doubt this work of art 
speaks! It tells the world that 
death is not what it seems to be, 
for while mortal man calls it the 
end, through Christ it is the be- 
ginning. This was not evident to 
His disciples, for they stand near 
the cross, defeat and consternation 
written on their faces. Dreams of 
an earthly kingdom were over, and 
the future appeared hopeless. 
The limitations of the mind 
make death final, but this was not 
true in the death of Jesus. He 
died in order to rise again and that 
resurrection assures all men of the 
fallacy of death. Death can be call- 
ed a release from our present state 
to a higher one where suffering, 
sorrow, and mental anguish are 
unknown.

OTHING SUCCEEDS like 
success” is a maxim often 
used to explain the triumphs 
of individuals who seem to have 
habitually outwitted failure. The 
proposition, however, ignores the 
fundamental issue of initial suc- 
cess. What accounts for a person’s 
first victory? If it is indeed his 
initial triumph, how can it be at- 
tributed to previous successes? 
A better propositon would be, 
“Nothing succeeds like faith!” This 
is true to a great extent in secular 
affairs, but to behold the opera- 
tion of this principle in its most 
astonishing effectiveness, we must 
survey the spiritual sphere. Did not 
Jesus say, “If thou canst believe,

all things are possible to him that 
believeth” (Mark 9:23)? 


Jesus meant what he said. All 
things are possible. The God of the 
Bible who challenged, “I am the 
Lord, is there anything too hard 
for me?” has not grown effete. 
He still channels His omnipotence 
to man. He is “able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask 
or think.” The same verse which 
conveys that assurance declares, 
however, that His divine exertions 
are implemented through His. peo- 
ple: “according to the power that 
worketh in us” (Ephesians 3:20). 
How can that power be released? 
God’s revelation declares that it is 
through our faith. “According to 
your faith be it done unto you” is 
an unfailing law of the spiritual 
kingdom. 


One reason why the world does 
not behold greater manifestations 
of the exceedingly abundant abili- 
ty of the Almighty is because the 
faith of so many believers is al- 
loyed with doubt or fear. Fear of 
failure has hindered scores of saints 
from attempting anything more 
than the commonplace for God. 

The Bible does not seem to con- 
firm the notion that faith and 
fear cannot be present in the same 
man at the same time. One needy 
man, when exhorted by Jesus to 
believe, confessed, “Lord, I believe. 
Help thou mine unbelief.” Faith 
and doubt were both present in 
that man’s mind, as they are 
present in the hearts of multitudes

today. However, one or the other 
must gain the ascendancy. If faith 
does not overcome doubt, doubt will 
overcome faith. Indefinite co-exis- 
tence, in the form of a spiritual 
stalemate, is quite unlikely. Unbe- 
lief must be helped by its reduc- 
tion or removal, or faith will be 
harmed. 


FEAR AND doubt will 
discourage an individual from at- 
tempting to execute his duties. 


Faith involves expectation and 
execution. A noted missionary 
counseled, “Expect great things 


from God. Then attempt great 
things for God.” Unbelief will often 
arrest the attempt. 

After Dupont had failed to crash 
into the Charleston harbor with 
his ironclad battleships during the 
Civil War, the venerable old ad- 


miral, David G. Farragut, chided, 
“Sir, what was the real reason you 
could not get into Charleston?” 

“Oh,” answered Rear Admiral S. 
F. Dupont, “it was because the 
channel was too crooked.” 

“No, sir,” contradicted Farragut, 
“that was not the reason.” 

“Well,” excused Dupont, “the 
enemy fire was perfectly horrible.” 

“TI have no doubt of that,” con- 
ceded Farragut. “But even that was 
not the real reason for your fail- 
ure.” 

“What was it, then?” demanded 
Dupont. 

“It was because you did not be- 
lieve you could!” diagnosed the Ad- 
miral correctly. For Dupont had 
not really tried. 

A wavering faith, declared James, 
cannot expect anything from the 
Lord. Neither can it accomplish 
anything for the Lord. But a 
steadfast faith, a faith that defies 
difficulties and scouts all possibili- 
ty of failure, will succeed. 

When England’s Admiral Nelson 
was maneuvering his fleet to at- 
tack Napoleon’s armada at the 
Battle of the Nile, great hordes of 
Arabs lined the shores to witness 
the engagement. The flag-captain 
addressed the admiral, “If we suc- 
ceed, what will the world say?” 

Nelson replied sharply, “If! There 
is no ‘if’ in this case. We shall 
succeed!” 

And they did! How much more 
can Christians entertain confidence 
of success, for our assurance is 
based on the firm foundation of 
divine promises. God causes all 
things to work together for our 
good and His glory (Romans 8:28). 
God always causes us to triumph 
in Christ Jesus (2 Corinthians 2: 
14). If God be for us, who can be 
against us? (Romans 8:31). Faith- 
ful is He that promised. His per- 
formance will always accompany 
our faith. It matters not how many 
or who opposes. In all things be- 
lievers are more than conquerors. 

Alexander the Great was awaken- 
ed by an agitated aide named 
Parmenio. “How can you be so 
calm; how can you sleep,” the 
commander was asked, “when the 
enemy, Darius the Persian, is ap- 
proaching with an army fifteen 
times as large as ours?”

The Revelation 


of the Spirit 


“He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches” (Revelation 2:7). 


HESE WORDS, or similar, 

, ] were addressed to each of 
the seven churches at the 
conclusion of each message. These 
messages were the revelation of 
Jesus Christ, given to John, to send 
unto each of the angels, or pastors, 
of each local church. Because these 
words were repeated to the church- 
es, there seems to be an urgency 
expressed by Christ to show the 
churches’ greatest need—that their 
inper ear might be opened to hear 
what the Spirit sayeth unto them. 
Although man has his part in God’s

plan by hearing and yielding unto 
Him, it is God that openeth the 
ear of our understanding. 

Each believer may express his 
thoughts and desires as the 
Psalmist David did in Psalm 119: 
18, “Open thou mine eyes, that I 
may behold wondrous things out of 
thy law.” Yet, we see that even 
though we have God’s precious 
written Word, which we have heard, 
seen, and handled (1 John 1:1), 
it is God that reveals His Word 
and opens our hearts to it. This 
fact is verified in Luke 24:45, 


which states that Christ opened ca 


their understanding that they 
might understand the Scripture. 
He had spoken often of His suffer- 
ing, death, burial, and resurrection; 
yet the eyes of their understanding 
were blinded to this truth. 


Even the two on their way to 
the village of Emmaus did not rec- 
ognize Him. Their eyes were “hold- 
en” until He was made known in 
breaking of bread. The reason for 
this blindness on their part was un- 
belief. They looked for the estab- 
lishment of an earthly kingdom to 
be set up by Christ in fulfillment 
of Old Testament prophecies. They 
looked for Him to smite the nations 
and rule them with a rod of iron, 
but they overlooked His passion and 
death (Acts 1:6; Revelation 19:15). 


When Jesus began to tell the 
disciples that He was going into 
Jerusalem to suffer many things 
of the elders, chief priests, and 
scribes, that He was going to be 
killed but that He would be raised 
again the third day, Peter began 
to rebuke Him, saying, “Be it far 
from thee, Lord: this shall not be 
unto thee.” Then Jesus turned unto 
him and said, “Get thee behind 
me, Satan: thou art an offence 
unto me: for thou savourest not 
the things that be of God, but those 
that be of men,” (Matthew 16:23). 
Many, as Peter, would share the 
glory and wear the crown, but few 
are willing to suffer the shame of 
the cross. 


After Abram had sent Hagar and 
her son, Ishmael, away from home 
into the wilderness of Beersheba, 
the water in the bottle became 
spent and Hagar cast the child 
under a shrub to die. Then she 
lifted up her voice and wept. An 
angel of the Lord called unto her 
and said, “What aileth thee, Hagar? 
Fear not, for God has heard the 
voice of the lad, where he is.” Then 
God opened her eyes and she saw 
a well of water. She filled the bot- 
tle and gave the lad drink. 


May Gop graciously 
open our eyes to see the well of 
salvation, that we might draw from 
its contents daily. “Therefore with 
joy shall ye draw water out of the 
well of salvation” (Isaiah 12:3). 
Then it will spring up as a well of 
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living water in our own souls, into 
everlasting life (John 4:14), and 
flow as a great river of works out 
of our lives that others who are 
thirsty may drink and live for- 
ever (John 7:37; Isaiah 55:1). 

Now let us consider man in his 
natural, or fallen, state. In the 
Gospel of Matthew, chapter 13, the 
disciples had asked Jesus why He 
had spoken to the people in para- 
bles. Quoting from Isaiah, Jesus 
said, “It is given unto you to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of 
heaven, but to them it is not given 
... ‘because they seeing [natural 
eye] see not; and hearing [na- 
tural ear] they hear not, neither 
do they understand.’ ” He also said, 
“The people’s hearts are waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of 
hearing, and their eyes have they 
closed.” 

Many have heard God’s Word 
taught and expounded by God-sent 
ministers, but have let it fall as 
seed by the wayside to be devoured 
by the devil. The natural man re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit 
of God because they are spiritually 
discerned; neither can he know 
them, (1 Corinthians 2:14). There- 
fore, our efforts are useless unless 
the spirit of conviction brings the 
Word home to the soul. 


John 14 speaks of the Comforter 
whom the believers were to re- 
ceive. Verse 17 speaks of the world, 
or the natural man, being unable 
to receive the Spirit of truth be- 
cause they did not see Him; nei- 
ther did they know Him. 

Man in his sinfulness, generally 
speaking, feels no need of God or 
His Son. Until he feels his lost 
state, he will go on disregarding 
God’s Word, heedlessly going on to 
perdition. 

Psalm 115:5-8 describes the lost 
and helpless state of man without 
the Lord and compares him to the 
idols he has made. “They have 
mouths, but they speak not; eyes 
have they, but they see not: They 
have ears, but they hear not: noses 
have they, but they smell not: They 
have hands, but they handle not: 
feet have they, but they walk not; 
neither speak they through their 
throat. They that make them are 
like unto them; so is everyone that 
trusteth in them.” Could there be 


a more deplorable description given 
of man than is given here? 

Is humanity to abide in this 
state? The answer is, “No!” God 
has provided a better way of life 
if those that feel their need will 
incline their ear and come unto 
the Lord and hear. God’s promise 
is “Your soul shall live” (Isaiah 
55:3). “The hour is coming, and 
now is, when the dead shall hear 
the voice of the Son of God: and 
they that hear shall live” (John 
5:25). 

By nature, the heart of man is 
full of darkness, sin, and unbelief. 
It is compared to the earth when 
“The earth was without form, and 
void; and darkness was upon the 
face the deep. And the Spirit 
of God moved upon the face of the 
waters. And God said, Let there 


be light: and there was light” 
(Genesis 1:2, 3). 
Paul refers to this in 2 


Corinthians 4:6: “For God, who 
commanded the light to shine out 
of darkness, hath shined in our 
hearts, to give the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of God in 
the face of Jesus Christ.” This 
same thought is surely expressed 
by the writer of that old song we 
love to sing, “Amazing grace, how 
sweet the sound that saved a 
wretch like me! I once was lost, 
but now I’m found; was blind, 
but now I see.” 

Knowing Christ comes as a reve- 
lation of the Father, not of flesh 
and blood. Hundreds have heard the 
gospel message and know Christ 
from a historical standpoint, but 
this is not enough! There must be 
an inward change: a life trans- 
formed and renewed by the life- 
giving Spirit of God. The report is 
to be believed and acted upon before 
the arm of the Lord will be re- 
vealed (Isaiah 53:1, 2). 

On one occasion, Christ asked 
His disciples the question, “Whom 
do men say that I the Son of man 
am?” 

Their answer was, “Some say that 
thou art John the Baptist: some 
Elias: and others, Jeremias, or one 
of the prophets.” 

“But whom say ye that I am.” 

Peter answered, “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” 

Jesus was revealed to Peter as 


the Christ (Messiah) and as the 
Son of the living God (His di- 
vinity). This could only come as 
a revelation from the. Father. 
“Whosoever believeth that Jesus is 
the Christ is born of God” ( 1 
John 5:1). 

We read of another revelation in 
Acts 8. The eunuch had asked about 
being baptized. Philip said, “If thou 
believest with all thine heart, thou 
mayest.” The eunuch answered, “I 
believe that Jesus Christ is the 
Son of God.” This revelation came 
to him while Philip preached Jesus 
unto him. 

When doubting Thomas saw the 
nail prints in the Lord’s hands, and 
possibly after thrusting his hand 
into His side, he said unto Him, 
“My Lord and my God.” No man 
can say that Jesus is the Lord, but 
by the Holy Ghost (1 Corinthians 
12:3). 

When the great Apostle Paul 
journeyed to Damascus, a great 
light shone about him and he 
was struck to the earth. He heard 
the voice of Jesus saying, “Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me?” 

“Who art thou, Lord,” cried he. 

“T am Jesus whom thou perse- 
cutest.” 


Trembling and astonished, Paul, 
asked, “Lord, what wilt thou have 
me to do?” He was told to go into 
the city and it would be told him 
what he must do. When he arose 
from the earth, his eyes were open, 
but he saw no man. In the mean- 
time, God spoke to Ananias in a 
vision and told him to go into a 
street called “Straight” where he 
was to inquire in the house of 
Judas for one called Saul of Tarsus, 
“for behold he prayeth.” 

Ananias went and put his hands 
on Saul. The scales fell from Saul’s 
eyes and he was filled with the 
Holy Ghost. The Apostle referred 
to this incident in writing to the 
Galatians. He said the gospel 
preached by him -was not after 
man, for he received it not of 
man, neither was he taught it by 
man, but by the revelation of Jesus 
Christ. Yet he preached the same 
gospel as the other apostles! 

Every child of God should be 
grateful to Him and His Son for the 
revelation of the Spirit through 
His Word.

when they fixed the first Sunday 
after the full moon occurring upon, 
or next after, March 21st to be 
Easter Sunday. This date was cal- 
culated by the (so-called) Golden 
Number method. This is much in- 
volved with what is known as the 
Metonic cycle, which is a period of 
nineteen Julian years, or about 
235 lunar revolutions, at the end 
of which the phases of the moon 
recur at the same time of the year. 
One would be added to the number 
of the calendar year A. D. the sum 
divided by nineteen, and the re- 
mainder was called the Golden 
Number. However, if nineteen goes 
into the sum an even number of 
times, in which case there is no 
remainder, then they take the 
number nineteen as the Golden 
Number. 

The early Church did not ob- 
serve the Sunday before the Pass- 
over as Palm Sunday. Neither did 
they observe Ash Wednesday as 
the first day of Lent, for even Lent 
was a stranger to them. 


Palm Sunday is so named be- 
cause it is the day, of the Passover 
beginning, on which Jesus rode in- 
to Jerusalem on an ass, and the 
people spread PALMS in His way. 
Many years later, the Catholic 
church began blessing the palm 
branches carried by the worship- 
pers. This blessing of the palms 
is followed by a procession of the 
people carrying palm branches and 
singing, which in turn, is followed 
by a Catholic Mass. Then the palm 
branches are burned and the 
ashes are used in the ceremonies 
on Ash Wednesday. 


Ash Wednesday, the first day of 
Lent, is strictly a Catholic day. It 
is named from the Catholic prac- 
tice of sprinkling the ashes of palm 
branches on the heads of the peni- 
tent worshippers. This custom is 
thought to have been established 
by Gregory the Great. The ashes 
were then consecrated on the altar 
and sprinkled with holy water. 

The Greek “pascha” is derived 
from the Hebrew “pecach,” which, 
in turn, comes from the Chaldee. 
In English, all these mean PASS- 
OVER. The Chaldee term means a 
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pretermission, that is, an omission 
or an exemption, a passing over 
without giving heed to. Glory to 
God! That is just what GOD did 
for the Hebrews on that first Pass- 
over night. He passed over them 
WITHOUT giving heed to them. 
He was exempting them from death 
because the LAMB had been slain 
FOR them. This is exactly what 
GOD does for us when we accept 
JESUS AS OUR PASSOVER LAMB: 
He accepts the death of Jesus FOR 
US, PASSES OVER us with judg- 
ment, and comes to us with bless- 
ings. 

Saints of God, let us all observe 
the Lord’s Supper more often, and 
thereby tell the world that WE 
BELIEVE THE RISEN CHRIST IS 
COMING AGAIN.
